We have a strong network of suppliers who
can equip us for Level B work in short notice, as well. The
advantage to you is that we can fulfill all of your surveying
needs, regardless of any "surprises" we find on-site.

- Let me note that on your cover letter dated May 27,1992 you
stated that "The 24- or 40~-hour HAZWOPER Health and Safety
-Training (CFR 1910.120) is required for all field crew person-
nel." Later, Section 6.10 of the General Conditions states that
only the 40-hour Health and Safety Training is acceptable. The
point is not important because we have gone to the expense of
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.maintaining one of the few fully OSHA-certified survey crews
licensed to work in the States of Michigan, lllinois and
Wisconsin.

~-- ALNM has been serving Michigan, the Northeast and Midwest
since 1923. Because of this, you can rest assured you are
dealing with an established professional firm.

Also, because of the changes listed in Addendum No. 1, | would like
to briefly address the following points:

-= Abrams Aerial Survey Corporation has scaled a total volume of
130 acres to be mapped versus 210 acres, as described on said
Addendum. Our bid is for whatever acreage is required to
complete your project satisfactorily.

-- Abrams has also informed us that the enlarged aerial photo-
graphs you requested of the entire area at a scale of 1-inch
equals 100 feet can only be prepared at a "plus or minus" scale
of 1-inch equals 100 feet. This means that if the mylars are
laid over the photograph, they may not precisely match up.

-- Clarification No. 2, which deals with adversely downgrading the
quality of your vertical control, is a concern. After 24 years of
setting the standard 4" x 36" concrete monument, our policy is
to never use them for vertical control because of settlement
problems. Our bid includes your previous requirement of
pouring fresh mixed concrete into the hole and setting the
monument into the mix, at no extra cost to you. 1| have also
included the sketch of a monument frequently used by the
National Geodetic Survey Department for your consideration in
future proposals.
